CASH  RECEIPTS  IN  JULY  AND  JANUARY- JULY,  1951 

/farmers  received  15 o4-  billion  do3J.ars  from  marketings  in  the 
first  7  months  of  1951*  17  percent  above  receipts  in  the  same  period 
last  year.    This  increase  was  part  of  the  general  rise  in  national 
income  that  has  occurred  during  1951.    It  was  not  entirely  a  net  gain 
for  farmers,  however,  as  farm  cost  rates  rose  12  percent  on  the  aver- 
age during  this  period. 

Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  were  about 
10,7  billion  dollars,  25  percent  more  than  a  year  ago,  with  average 
prices  showing  about  the  same  percentage  gain.    All  major  livestock 
groups  were  up  substantially.    Crop  receipts  for  the  first  7  months 
were  4.. 7  billion  dollars,  about  the  same  as  last  year.    Higher  aver- 
age prices  were  offset  by  a  smaller  volume  of  crop  marketings. 

Cash  receipts  in  July  totaled  about  2,6  billion  dollars, 
20  percent  more  than  in  June  because  of  larger  marketings  and  11  per- 
cent above  July  1950,  mostly  because  of  higher  prices.    Receipts  from 
livestock  and  livestock  products  were  about  1,5  billion  dollars, 
slightly  below  June  but  15  percent  above  a  year  ago.    Receipts  from 
meat  animals  were  probably  about  the  same  as  the  month  before,  but 
dairy  products  and  poultry  were  lower  because  of  a  seasonal  decline 
in  marketings.    All  major  livestock  groups  were  substantially  above 
last  July,  however. 

Crop  receipts  in  July  were  around  1,1  billion  dollars,  80  per- 
cent laore  than  in  June  and  6  percent  above  July  of  last  year.    Most  of 
the  principal  crops  were  up  seasonally,  with  a  substantially  larger 
volume  selling  for  slightly  lower  average  prices  than  in  June. 
Receipts  for  most  crops  were  above  July  1950  because  of  hi^er  average 
prices.

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REVISED  ESTIMATES  OF  CASH  RECEIPTS  MTi  HCLIO:  COI^UMPTION, 

1949  /J^D  1950 

Recent  revisions  change  estimates  of  jash  receipts  for  1949  only 
slightly.    For  1950,  ho'wiever,  total  cash  receipts  are  increased  by 
3  percent,  largely  because  of  upv/ard  revisions  in  estimated  receipts 
from  meat  animals,  food  grains,  feed  crops,  and  cotton.  Nevertheless, 
revisions  for  most  commodity  groups  are  relativ^ely  sm9.11  in  both  years. 

Total  cash  receipts  in  1950  are  revised  from  27.9  to  28.3  billion 
dollars.    Nearly  all  the  commodity-group  revisions  are  upvrard  for  1950, 
so  their  effect  upon  total  cash  receipts  is  fairly  substantial.  For 
1949,  on  the  other  hand,  total  receipts  are  revised  dov/mvard  from  28,1  to 
28.0  billion  dollars,  or  less  than  half  of  1  percent,  as  reductions  for 
some  commodity  groups  are  nearly  offset  by  upward  revisions  in  others. 

The  1949  estimate  of  the  value  of  home  consiuned  farm  products  is 
revised  from  2,504  mill!  ion  dollars  to  2,510  million  dollars,  an  upv;ard 
change  of  only  tivo  tenths  of  1  percent.    The  1950  estimate,  hov;ever,  is 
reduced  from  2,503  to  2,344  million  dollars,  a  dowiward  revision  of 
6,4  percent. 

Gash  receipts  in  1949 


The  important  revisions  in  cash  receipts  from  marketings  in 
1949  are  largely  confined  to  crops.    Marketings  of  com,  soybeans,  and 
peanuos  v;er^  larger  than  previously  indicated,  accounting  for  the  up- 
ward revliiOiis  in  receipts  from  crops.    These  increases,  however,  were 
more  than  offset  by  dowmard  revisions  in  the  estimates  for  fruits  and 
ve3etab3.es,

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Cash  receipts  in  1950 

The  1950  estimate  of  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  is  revised  upv/ard  by  nearly  4  percent  to  16.2  billion  dollars. 
Larger  quantities  of  cattle  were  riiarketed  in  1950  than  was  formerly 
indicated,  and  cash  receipts  from  meat  aniiiials  are  increased  to  9.4  bil- 
lion dollars,  a  change  of  over  5  percent.    Marketings  of  eggs  and 
chickens  also  turned  out  to  be  3.arger  than  was  estimated  from  infor- 
mation received  during  1950,  and  receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  are 
nov;  raised  by  almost  4  percent.    There  is  no  significant  change  for 
dairy  products,  hov^ever^ 

An  increase  of  about  2  percent  in  total  crop  receipts  is  the 
net  result  of  upward  revisions  for  some  commodities  and  downward  re- 
visions for  others.    Larger  marketings  of  wheat,  com,  grain  sorghums, 
cotton,  f laxseed;  and  peanuts  account  for  most  of  the  upmrd  revisions 
in  food  grains,  feed  crops,  cotton,  and  oil-bearing  crops.  Smaller 
marlcetings  of  truck  crops,  on  the  other  hand,  are  largely  responsible 
for  the  drop  in  vegetable  receipts,  while  reductions  in  estimated 
marketings  of  apples,  peaches,  and  berries  account  for  most  of  the 
downvTard  revision  in  fruits  and  nuts.

Changes  in  cash  I'eceipts  1949-50  .  ,  .  .  , 

The  revisions  result  in  a  greater  difference  betvireen  the  1949  and 
1950  estimates  of  total  cash  receipts  than  v/as  formerly  the  case.  The 
estimates  now  show  a  rise  of  nearly  3  percent  in  1950  compared  ivlth  a 
decline  of  about  1  percent  previously  reported.    Receipts  from  livestock 
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and  livestock  productwS  in  1950  are  now  5  percent  greater  than  the  year 
before  instead  of  slightly  more  than  1  percent.    Most  of  this  difference 
results  from  a  rise  of  12  percent  in  meat  animals  over  1949  as  compared 
with  the  6-percent  increase  previously  indicated. 

Crop  receipts  in  1950  are  now  estimated  at  about  the  same  level 
as  in  1949  rather  than  3  percent  lower  as  previously  reported.  Larger 
marketings  of  wheat  and  cotton  in  1950  than  were  formerly  estimated,  and 
smaller  estimated  sales  of  fruits  and  nuts  in  1949*  figured  prominently 
in  this  change.    The  revisions  bring  estimates  for  1949  and  1950  closer 
together  for  all  the  major  crop  groups  except  fruits  and  nuts. 

Value  of  home  consumption 

The  value  of  home-consumed  farm  products  in  1949  is  revised  from 
2,504  million  dollars  to  2,510  million  dollars,  an  increase  of  0,2  per- 
cent.   The  value  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  consumed  in  farm 
homes  is  revised  doirvnward  slightly  because  of  the  consumption  of  a 
smaller  quantity  of  milk  than  was  reported  for  1949  a  year  ago.  Crops, 
hov/ever,  are  revised  upward,  largely  as  a  result  of  an  increase  in  the 
estimated  1949  quantity  of  potatoes  consumed  in  farm  homes. 

The  value  of  home  consuiaption  in  1950  is  estimated  at  2,344  mil- 
lion dollars,  a  reduction  of  6  percent  from  the  tentative  estimate  of 
2,503  million  dollars  published  in  the  January  issue  of  this  report.
